Voiced Speculation 

Because the Russians are so 
secretive and devious, the specu- 
lation about them is varied. There 
is no doubt that Mikoyan spoke 
sharply in criticism of Red Chi- 
na’s communal plan for all her 
peasants. It is a system of serf- 
dom, or enslavement, which the 
Chinese believe will enable them 
to make a shortcut to industrial- 
ization and what the Marxists 
call “pure communism” as dis- 
tinguished from socialism. Stalin 
tried this, saying that it was nec- 
essary to enslave one generation 
to make a good life for those who 
followed. He failed. Mikoyan was 
bluat in his critical rejection of 
the Chinese plan. 


Now, while the people of Rus- 
sia were not permitted to know 
this, the Red Chinese leaders 
know tt full well. Mikoyan took 
pains to say that all was well 
between Moscow and Peiping. But 
speculation continues. One hears 
again the half-facetious, half-seri- 
ous jest that one day it will be 
necessary for the United States 
and Russia to join and defeat 
China, 


There are many communisms 
now — China, Poland, Yugosla- 
via, Czechoslovakia, Hungary, Ru- 
mania, Bulgaria, Albania, East 
Germany, North Korea, North 
Vietnam, Outer Mongolia.

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Salesman Mikoyan 
Starts His Reports 


Soviet Deputy Premier Anastas I. 
Mikoyan, exponent of the soft-sell ap- 
proach, this week, will be making further 
reports on the findings and results of his 
visit to the United States. 


Contents of his official account to 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev, along with 
accompanying public statements for prop- 
aganda effects, depend to a large extent 
on the real purpose of his junkets to 
American supermarkets and department 
stores. the hobnobbing with Wall Street 
capitalists and the conferences with Pres- 
ident Eisenhower, Secretary of State 
Dulles and other leaders of “imperialistic 
government.” 

That real purpose—or purposes—con- 
tinues to evoke considerable speculation. 

He departed without commitments 
from the United States nor did it appear 
at the outset that he expected to obtain 
any. 

His proposals for increased trade were 
unrealistic, following the old Moscow line 
of doing business strictly on the latter's 
terms. 

Mikovan obviously tried to plant some 
seeds for later harvesting. He made an 

all-out effort to leave the image of a 
itenaly fellow representing peace-loving 
people who very much wou! ld like to end 
the old cold war if only this country 's 
State Department and other United States 
officials would cooperate. 

His bill of goods didn’t sell too well. 

What he has done, however, is to en- 
hance the outlook regarding official talks 
about Berlin and Germany. Without spell- 
ing it out, he seemed to be inviting a 
counter-proposal to Kh ‘ushchev’s ulti- 
matum. There have been indications that 
Khrushchev realizes he went too far in 
his edict and is willing, even anxious, to 
do some hedging. 

Indeed. it becomes increasingly appar- 
ent that Mikovan’s principal purpose was 
to lav the groundwork for just such a de- 
velopment. 

At anv rate, report time has begun. If 
it contributes toward a solution to the 
Berlin crisis, fine. 

Even so, past experience indicates the 
Kremlin will be ready to create another 
one elsewhere despite any soft—or hard 
—sales pitches to the contrary.

That State Took Stock 


Gov. Vandiver recently ordered a long- 
needed inventory of all state property 
and equipment. 

TH survey should be useful to him 
in determining whether requests from 
various agencies for equipment are based 
on need. 

It also should be most helpful in en- 
abling the state to keep up with such 
things as road scrapers, tractors, etc. that 
in recent years had a strange way of dis- 
appearing. 

The executive order pointed out that

Police Chiefs’ Group 


Opposes Unionization 


After two vears of study the Interna- 
tional Association of Chiefs of Police has 
issued its report on unionization of police. 

The association, with 4,000 members 
in this country, Canada and a few other 
nations, concludes that union member- 
ship is “contrary to the basic nature of 
police duties.” Its members include Com- 
missioner Stephen P. Kennedy of New 
York, who has banned unions among 
that city’s 24,000 uniformed policemen 
after Hoffa of the Teamsters had sought 
to organize them. 

The group’s reasoning after two years 
of study was that police agencies were 
“semimilitary in nature” .and that po- 
lice officers were compelled by the char- 
acter of their duties to “forego certain 
personal privileges enjoyed by employes 
in private industry. 

“There is cause for the average po- 
liceman to be dissatisfied with his con- 
ditions of employment, and undoubtedly 
the promises of a police union organizer 
fall on a fertile field,” the association 
declared. 

Sevartheless. the group said, the re- 
sponsibility of the police to “enforce the 
law without fear or favor or prejudice” 
and the inability of police unions to avail 
themselves of the strike or other economic 
weapons made such unions of “very little 
advantage” to their members. 

The survey report also concluded: 

“Union membership dues would be one 
more deduction from the universally in- 


adequate police salaries. Yet the privilege 


of paying union membership dues is about 
the only benefit the labor unions can offer 
police.” 

These conclusions by the men charged 
with administering police work in this 
country and Canada seem to us logical. 

All citizens and municipal govern- 
ments, however, should not fail to note 
that police salaries are referred to as 
“universally inadequate.” 

It is encouraging, therefore, to see 
that Atlanta aldermen recently ordered an 
overdue one-step salary raise for the 
city's 1,400 policemen and firemen. This 
is the first step toward making salaries in 
these fields competitive with those paid in 
other cities of like size.

Mr. McClatchey Eyes 


Unpleasant Alternatives 


With all due respect to the great con- 
stitutional lawyers who continue to come 
up with answers directed at the school 
segregation crisis, the average citizen had 
best listen to other views as well. 

For instance, Devereaux McClatchey, 
former head of the City Board of Educa- 
tion in Atlanta, has an opinion. No radi- 
cal or Pollyanna, Mr. McClatchey has 
reached a conclusion which many others 
—lawyers included—have been stating 
lately. 

The only uncertain thing in the pres- 
ent school crisis, Mr. McClatchey said the 
other day, is the time at which various 
events will occur. He sees the following 
as certainties: 

1. The Supreme Court decision on the 
— will not be changed. 

All the state laws put up as a bar- 
rier will be eliminated by the courts. The 
schools will close, probably in 1960. 

3. After closing, the schools eventually 
will open again because Georgians soon 
would realize that without its public 
school system the state could not compete 
in the streams of American life. 

4. Regardless of when schools are re- 
opened, the state will suffer great damage 
which will be long in repairing. 

Time alone will tell whether Mr. Mc- 
Clatchey is right. Events in other states 
seem to support his views. 

We do not claim to have the wisdom 
of our constitutional lawyers nor of our 
politicians. We do think that if the crisis 
comes, Georgia will go in the direction 
Mr. McClatchey predicts. We are com- 
mitted as a state to follow that course. 

We do not profess to know the magic 
formulae or panaceas for the integration 
problem. We do know that if it comes to 
destruction of public education, the state 
will have dealt itself a blow for which 
future generations will pay the penalty.

Every Community Has 
Stake in Traffic Safety 


If the problém of traffic safety is 
ever to approach solution, the first re- 
quirement is support by an informed 
public. This support can come about only 
through community-wide education and 
organization to combat the cause of high- 
Way murder. 

It was encouraging to read, therefore, 
that an attempt will be made by the 
Southern Insurance Information Serv- 
ice to organize Georgia, community by 
community, to attack the problem. 

Robert R. Snodgrass, director of the 
Atlanta Traffic and Safety Council and 
vice president of the National 
Council, outlined the plan in Washington 
Thursday. In addition to speeches by 
specially trained experts, communities 
will be offered detailed plans on how to 
organize for safety. 

Other features of the plan include spe- 
cific recommendations for organizing and 
upgrading enforcement agencies: mod- 
ernization of ordinances and courts: leg- 
islative objectives and improvements of 
physical controls, through streets, etc. 

This effort is well worth earnest con- 
sideration and support. The responsi- 
bility for the death of almost 1,000 people 
on Georgia roads last year and thousands 
of dollars in property losses rests with all 
of us. Let’s accept this responsibility and 
the challenge to make our streets and 
highways safe for ourselves and our 
children.

I refer to the current legislation 
regarding the age limit for enter- 
ing state-supported colleges. This 
is verily a huge step forward to- 
ward being told, like Russians 
are, what we can or can’t do with 
our lives, and I am thoroughly in- 
censed about it. Here is my argu- 
ment against this particular bill: 

I entered Georgia State College 
at age 56 and received a degree 
there last year. The benefiis I 
have received from my college 
education are immeasurable in 
giving me self-confidence, if noth- 
ing else. 

I had intended, if nothing pre- 
vented, to continue to study for a 
master’s degree, simply because 
I enjoy learning at my age things 
for which I had no time nor in- 
clination most of my life. There 
are not too many of us at my age 
who desire to occupy themselves 
thus instead of sitting around in- 
terfering with their children’s af- 
fairs or passing the time waiting 
for senility to creep up on them. 
If we pay for such a pastime, I 
don't see how anyone can have 
the right to deprive us of this 
method of self-improvement. We 
certainly don't take up that much 
room in the colleges. 

Another thing: We pay taxes 
for this purpose. 

Here is one thing I noticed dur- 
ing my sojourn at Georgia State. 
Many of the best-rated students 
were mature men and women, 
most of whom did not have the 
opportunity to attend college when 
they finished high school. Most of 
these, like myself, could not af- 
ford the higher tuition rates of 
the excellent but privately owned 
colleges because they had fami- 
lies to support, but were sufficient- 
ly ambitious to want to improve 
their lot. Should such people be 
deprived of their chance?

Civil Rights Move 
Steadily Forward 


WASHINGTON—The cause of Negro civil 
rights is inching forward over all the obstruc- 
tions thrown up, by design or simply by emo- 


tional reflexes, by the bitter extremists of both South and North. 
Patient men in both regions are moving in the finest traditions 
of tolerance and fair play. It may even be that we are entering 
the end of the beginning—in a phrase Churchill once used—of this 


sad dilemma. 

It is an oddly mixed group of 
forces that is slowly advancing 
upon this problem of passion and 
prejudice, a passion and prejudice 
that do not live below the Mason 
Dixon Line alone. 

Virginia’s State Supreme Court 
of Appeals has become also a gal- 
lant and distinguished court. 
Against all their deepest private 
wishes and convictions ‘and un- 
doubtedly against the will of a 
great majority of the state) Vir- 
ginia’s gentlemen-justices have 
struck down Virginia’s ‘‘massive 
resistance’ laws against school 
integration. They have read the 
Constitution and they have said 
no. 

The kind of courage this re- 
quires, the kind of judicial integri- 
ty and objectivity, can be sug- 
gested in a question: How easy 
would it be for a comparable 
court in Illinois or New York to 
render a decision having the ef- 
fect of supporting a notion that 
integration was not to be had in 
one of those states? 

And in the White House, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower is_ resolutely 
clinging to his impersonal and 
magisterial role.

At Nature of Man 


An eighteenth century philosopher wrote, ‘‘If 
God should come to me with truth in one hand 
and the never-ending pursuit of truth in the 


for him to say that the court has 
stated the law and that he will 
do his duty to enforce it. 


The President, too, has read the 
Constitution. And while his presi- 
dency on the whole may have been 
one of a weak leadership—as this 
correspondent, for one, happens 
to believe—he is acting in this 
matter as the leader of all the 
United States.

And the changes now proposed 
will not do what the extremists 
want or even what many non- 
extremists want.

And in 
such an issue 10 centuries of 
Anglo-American parliamentary 
history suggests it is far better to 
move ahead a little bit at a time, 
always retaining that little bit 
gained, than to plunge forward in 
anger only to be thrown far 
back in answering anger.

\ goodly portion of the genuine 
thrill we find in living is our quest 
for life’s meaning and for those 
goals of greater understanding 
toward which we struggle.

WASHINGTON—To Anastas I. Mikoyan: On 
the last day of your visit to Washington, on the 
occasion of your appearance at the National 
Press Club, a correspondent asked you this question: 


“Since you 


say there are no longer any political arrests or any political prisoners 
in the Soviet Union, could you, as deputy premier, tell us whether 
your government would be willing to use its good offices to help 
bring an end to political arrests and imprisonments and executions 
in the Communist countries of Eastern Europe and China?” 


The following is a summary of* 
your reply: There is no need for 
our good offices. There are no 
political arrests and _ imprison- 
ments in these countries. 


I have before me a series of 
documents, which are also in the 
hands of the United Nations, pro- 
viding: 

1. The names of 322 Hungarian 
workers, trade unionists, Demo- 
cratic Socialists and other lib- 
eral political leaders, together 
with their occupations, dates of 
political arrests, alleged offenses 
and sentences—all since the 1956 
uprising. 

2. A supplemental list of 25 
more recent Hungarian political 
arrests. These are only part of the 
1,921 known to have been perse- 
cuted by Kadar and Muennich. 

3: Detailed data, giving names 
and sentences, showing 368 politi- 
cal arrests in Czechoslovakia, one 
in Latvia, two in Lithuania, 53 
in Romania and 12 in China — 
all in 1958. 

Can you in good conscience, 
Mikoyan,. really believe these 
persecutions did not take place? 
If so, can this be because the 
news of these happenings is not 
printed in the Soviet press und 
thus you haven't read about 
them? | 

I assure you in all sincerity 
that this is not made 
up. Every about the names 


and arrests cited in these docu- 
ments is drawn exclusively from 
sources which you would be the 
first to say are reliable. They are 
drawn from official Hungarian 
Communist newspapers and Com- 
munist radio broadcasts and from 
Communist’ news releases in the 
other countries. 


At the Eric Johnston dinner in 
Washington I heard you say there 
are no longer any political im- 
prisonments in the Soviet Union. 

In the interest of candor—or 
truth—wouldn’t you think that 
statement needs to be amended 
a bit? 

In the wake of the World Fes-

Tech Ain't Shaking 


Top-ranked Kentucky may beat Georgia Tech 
Monday night. But it isn’t going to scare anybody. Of 
this, John C. (Whack) Hyder is confident. 


Probably no other basketball coach in the country has dared 
choose the eve of his team's playing the powerful Wildcats to pro- 
claim publicly that ‘“‘the pressure is on Kentucky.”’ Even fewer have 
lived to see their charges prove them 
right. 


It just isn’t being done, particularly 
in the Southeastern Conference. It's 
the brand of faux pas that can get a 
fellow whipped 50 points. 


But it also is a bold expression of 
unique courage that infrequently—so 
infrequently that most coaches have 
taken a personal pledge against it— 
may help get the upset pistons pump- 
ing. 

Something had them popping over- 
time on Jan. 27, 1958. That was the 
night a favored Kentucky team took it 
on the chin, 71-52, at Alexander 
Coliseum. 


Tech could no do wrong, and 
if Kentucky could do any right, it 
didn’t show up in very large de- 
nominations on the scoreboard. 


Logue 


Three weeks earlier Baron Adolph Rupp’s forces had smeared 


the Jackets in Lexington, 76-60. One day before the rematch, when 
requested to comment on Tech's chances for revenge, Hyder had 
said frankly: ‘‘We feel like the pressure is on Kentucky. They are 


the ones who are worrjed.”’ 


Nearly 365 pages to the day have been plucked off the calendar. 
And Monday at 8 o'clock the Blue Grass boys come calling again. 


This time they arrive astride the Associated Press and United 
Press Internationa] basketball ratings, bearing a 14-1 over-all record, 
4-1 conference chart and long memories. 


They come minus four of the starters that later brought 
Rupp an unprecedented fourth national championship. 


The game's No. 1 coach and, as usual, several of its finest 
players are enough to start most any opponent shaking in his gym 
socks. Like the Yankees’ pinstriped flannels, the Wildcats’ blue 
jersies seem to stimulate psychological success even before the 
opening tipoff. 


—Hyder Sees Pressure on Kentucky 


What is Tech's reaction to Kentucky's 1959 invasion? 


“I don’t feel that there is any great deal of pressure on us, 
Hyder explains. ‘‘Kentucky needs this game to stay up there. If 
they lose this one, Auburn and Mississippi State will be mighty 
hard to catch. It looks like the pressure is on them Monday night. 


“They've been saying in those Kentucky papers that we will 
have the home court advantage this time. So they must be worried 
about us. 


“Our biggest problem {fs going to be holding our own on the 

boards.. If we get the same shots they do, I believe we can outshoot 

m. Johnny Cox is their toughest boy, but they have lots of good 
ones.” 


Recalling Tech’s recent 10-point Lexington loss, Hyder said, 
‘We have a better chance here than when we caught ’em in 
Lexington. We were tied there with six minutes to go, and 
missed the shot that woul? have sent us ahead. 


“If we are tied at that stage, I think our home.court and crowd 
will be enough to pull us through this time.” 


Having defeated Kentucky twice in 1955, Hyder is no novice 
at skinning the Cats. In fact, after last year’s pounding of the future 
NCAA champs, he qualifies as an expert. What's the secret? 


“I don’t guess there is a secret,”” he chuckled. “‘And- if 
there were one, I probably would have scattered it around the 
conference by now. 


“We do seem to get a little better prepared psychologically. 
We have several Kentucky boys, and they help get us ready for 
them. Our Indiana boys also have played against several of the 
Kentucky boys and are extra-ready for them.” 


—Baron Just Wants To Win ’em All 


The Baron returned to the scene of the slaughter demanding 
not vengeance, but victory. A shooting eye for a shooting eye and 
a basket for a basket are the only retaliation he asks. 


‘“‘No, we're not down here after revenge,”’ Rupp assured 
Sunday. ‘“‘That’s not the way we play. We never point for one 
team. Our objective is to win every game. With us, the next 
one is the big one. We’ve found over the years that this plan 
works very satisfactorily.” 


Pursuing this philosophy, Rupp has come closer to winning 'em 
all than any other basketball builder since Dr. Naismith nailed the 
first peach basket aloft. 


Perhaps it’s impolite. But nearly every opponent points for the 
Wildcats. A recent magazine survey disclosed that 18 of Kentucky’s 
20 adversaries voted the Ruppmen the ones they would most like to 
upend. 


It’s a big thing to beat the Baron. Tech’s jubilant student body 


got a day off from classes in honor of last year’s upset. Other teams 
grow equally exuberant over downing Kentucky. 


Getting into the spirit of things, Rupp said, in serious 
tones, ‘‘You know, win, lose or draw I’m giving our student 
body a whole week off after we play Tech. I haven't checked 
with the president yet, but I’m certain he will go along.”

Cholecystitis is an inflammation 
of the gall bladder. An infection 
may occur there. When it does

Back in medieval times cards were much larger than they are 
now. They were not only made of cardboard, as now, but parch- 
ment, sheepskin and even ivory. The big cards of those days are 
collectors items now, and worth a lot of money. 


The latest basic change—excusing the ‘‘contemporary” stuff— 
is the addition of the point count values on the face cards. This is 
an innovation dreamed up by Maurice and Mollie Freedman, to 
help bridge players speed up their game. The numbers 4, 3, 2 
and 1 are placed just below the Ace, King, Queen and Jack desig- 
nation in the left-hand corner of the cards. 


But the whole playing card industry has to fight what seems 
to me to be a gross discrimination. Every deck of cards you buy 
has a federal tax of 13 cents. You can buy a pair of dice, a roulette 
wheel, a pool table, or a shultlecock and pay only the price of the 
item plus the Georgia sales tax. But with plaving cards, whether 
of cardboard or plastic, you've got to shell out 13 cents federal 
tax on each deck. Wonder who the bluenose was who dreamed 
that up?
